And, if recent experiences in Maine and 


Rhode Island are any indication, it will be a rol- 
licking and, most likely, polarizing Before 
the debate is over, an issue that st hould be about 


dollars and sense (taxes, revenue in lieu of taxes, 


and economic development) will undoubtedly 
have morphed into an emotional referendum 
on the evils of gambling. We are not opposed to 
casino gambling in Massachusetts. It is a 
public-policy choice like any other, with atten- 


dant costs and potential benefits. It is a question 
of balancing those costs and benefits, of striking 


the best deal. 

Massachusetts already has state-sponsored 
gambling. It is called the state lottery. Through- 
out the years, it has become the most profitable 
and best-run such enterprise in the nation, as 
well as an important source of aid to cities and 
towns. Last year, the lottery channeled nearly 
a billion dollars ($952 million, to be exact) into 


already sorely strained local budgets. But it looks 
as if lottery revenues have peaked, or are close to 
doing so. This year, lottery sales are running two 
percent behind projections. As a result, officials 


are expecting to miss their growth target by 
about $75 million. 

The fact of the matter is that Massachu- 
setts does not have enough money to provide 
the services its citizens expect. Increases in 
state income and sales taxes are politically 
infeasible. It is still unclear whether the state 
legislature will close the tax loopholes enjoyed 
by corporations, as Governor Deval Patrick has 
proposed. And even if it does, any relief such a 
reform would provide would soon be absorbed 
and discounted. So where is the money for 


schools, higher education, parks, beaches, and 
the environment going to come from? How are 


we going to pay to repair our crumbling roads 
and bridges? Massachusetts, like most other 
states, is living more or less from paycheck to 
paycheck, with a modest sum stashed away in 


a so-called rainy-day fund and insufficient rev- 


enue on the horizon to fund future hopes and 
dreams, not to mention necessities. 

These are the political and fiscal realities 
that State Treasurer Timothy Cahill had in 
mind last week when he proposed (with what 
appears to be a wink from Governor Patrick) 
that the state aggressively seek a private devel- 


oper to build one or two luxury casino complex- 


es. Whether this is the right route to take re- 


mains to be seen, but Cahill deserves credit for 


addressing the issue directly, for establishing 
context and creating an atmosphere in which 
casino gambling can be debated and analyzed 
before the passions of the day distort the issue 
beyond reasonable proportions. 

The Mashpee Wampanoags, recently recog- 


nized by the federal government as a legitimate 
Native American tribe, plan to build a gambling 


operation, most likely on 350 acres of land it 


purchased in Middleborough. Because of its new 
tribal status, the Wampanoag land will be, in ef- 
fect, sovereign territory with a relationship that

is not unlike that which Monaco enjoys with its 
neighbor France. As such, profits from Wampa- 
noag gambling will not be subject to state taxes, 
but the tribe will be restricted to forms of gam- 
ing already sanctioned by state law. By today’s 
standards, that means Wampanoag-sponsored 


gambling would be a nickel-and-dime operation 


compared with Connecticut-Indian casinos 
Foxwoods and Mohegan Sun. 
The reasonable fear is that even without 


state-approved expansion of permissible games, 


Wampanoag gambling will drain life from the 
state lottery without any of the compensatory 
tourism advantages that high-class casinos 
bring. The tribe, of course, recognizes its lever- 
age and hopes to strike a deal similar to that in 
Connecticut, where the state receives 25 percent 


of all slot-machine revenue. Last year, it received 


$427 million from the two casinos. A sizable 
chunk of that money came from Massachusetts 
residents who spent an estimated $1.1 billion 
gambling in our neighboring state. 

Cahill has suggested that if luxury casino 
gambling were legalized in Massachusetts, the 
state could collect as much as a billion dollars 
annually in taxes and gaming fees. Is that rea- 
sonable? We do not know. But 11 other states, 
including Nevada, New Jersey, Illinois, and 


Indiana, all have non-tribal gambling. Making a 


comparison should not be difficult. 
When all is said and done, the equation is 


not complicated: how much money would Mas- 


sachusetts gain if a private developer went into

the casino business with all the fees and sales, 
meals, lodging, and gambling taxes collected? 
And how much money would we collect if we 
were to negotiate with the Wampanoags for an 
expanded form of gaming in exchange for a cut 

of tribal action? The federal Bureau of Indian Af 
fairs, which regulates tribal matters, has capped 
Connecticut's take at 25 percent. Some private 
casinos pay their state governments almost 50 
percent. 

Itis clear that Massachusetts is going to have 
an expanded gambling sector in the future, 
whether it likes it or not. The question is what's 
better for the state: gaming by the Wampano 
ags alone or gaming by the tribe as well as by a 
private corporation? The answer will lie in the 
numbers. We trust that Cahill — and Patrick 
— recognize that.

Mic and the Mechanics 


NATIONAL FREE 
CULTURE CONFERENCE 


At first blush, it was tempting to mock the 
2007 National Free Culture Conference, 

a group of about 50 dedicated activists, 
thinkers, and techies who gathered ina 
spacious lecture hall at the Harvard Uni- 
versity Law School on Saturday, May 26. As 
they were about to discourse passionately 
on a variety of complex technical issues, 
no one seemed to know how to prepare 

the mics for the conference's panelists. 
Eventually they hit on a solution: everyone 
on stage was asked to share a single wire- 
less clip-on mic (the kind you see adorning 
the immaculate ensellures of crop-topped 
MTV presenters), which required each 
panelist to pass around the tiny device 
between finger and thumb as though it 
were some kind of rare insect. The irony 
was compounded by the availability of 
amplification to everyone else in the room, 
since each auditorium seat was equipped 
with its own built-in microphone. 

The mic mix-up provided a surpris- 
ingly apt metaphor. Free Culture concerns 
itself with removing impediments to the 
exchange of media and ideas, and works 
actively to create new ways of sharing 
both. The onstage mic deficit and egalitar- 
ian distribution of mics among attendees 
created an atmosphere not unlike what 
might be called a “WikiLecture,” since the 
traditional hierarchy of author and audi- 
ence was effectively exploded and everyone 
could chip in at high volume whenever so 


moved. Participants were encouraged in this 
activity by the presenters themselves; S.J. 
Klein of the One Laptop Per Child project en- 
joined the audience to “make the discussions 
confrontations — feel free to interrupt me.” 

In practice, members of the Free Culture 
movement are involved in some commendable 
work. Klein, for example, works to provide chil- 
dren the world over with affordable computers, 
and co-panelist Steve Forester is attempting to 
compile robust but infinitely editable online 
primary-school curriculum called WikiEdu- 
cator, which he hopes can be used in places 
where more traditional closed curricula are 
unavailable or prohibitively expensive. Other 
presenters detailed similar projects, in which a 
wealth of information was to be painstakingly 
aggregated and then made available for free on 
the Web, ranging from the musical trove stored 
on the Web site of New Jerséy’s groundbreaking 
free-culture radio station WFMU to the hu- 
man-gene protein network that John Wilbanks 
of ScienceCommons hopes someday to make 
public domain. 

Arrayed against these idealists is a for- 
midable history of copyright law, enshrined 
in 1998’s Digital Millennium Copyright Act, 
which extended traditional copyright con- 
trols to the online worid. Those present at 
Saturday's conference hope that two recently 
penned snippets of legalese, the “General 
Public License” and the “Creative Commons 
License” will enable generous-minded cre- 
ators and owners of cultural content to make 


this material available for non-commercial 
use with only “some” rather than “all rights 
reserved.” 

The end goal of Free Culture, at least ac- 
cording to panelist Mako Hill, is to be able 
to point a legal “line in the sand” and say 
“this is free enough.” After witnessing the 
starry-eyed enthusiasm on display at the 2007 
National Free Culture Conference, I wouldn't 
hold my breath. But if you want to help, 
check them out at freeculture.org to access 
information, a blog that continues the discus- 
sion, and — wait for it — a comprehensive 
Wikipedia-style summary of the conference, 
created as it was going on by those who attended.

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PUT YER DUKES 
Class act Elijah Dukes has at least five 
kids by at least four different women. 
And the 22-year-old Tampa Bay Devil 
Rays outfielder has been taken to court

. Even more disturbing, he has 
pearls at least two of the women, 
one of whom has the dubious honor of 
calling him her husband least for 
now. She's filing for divorce following 
his latest outburst. 

In light of his wife’s request for 

restraining order this past week, 
Dukes has officially landed himself 
the title the next great Sports Crime 
Superstar, a position previously held by 
the likes of Maurice Clarett, Lawrence 
Phillips, and Cecil “the Diesel” Collins. 
Like all three of those men, Dukes is 
a supremely talented young athlete 
who’s been repeatedly promoted in 
spite serious character transgres- 
sions — many of which involved vio- 
lence against women.

Here, then, are new 
odds that reflect these shift- 
ing currents and include 
Thompson in the mix. 


REPUBLICANS 

RUDY GIULIANI Odds: 3-2. 
The odds get 
ting the nomination would 
obviously be diminished by 
a Thompson entry. But for 
now he remains the front- 
runner because every time 
the “war on terror” emerges 
as an issue, he’s the figure 
to whom voters flock. Still, 
Giuliani appears to have 

no strategy for winning the earliest states, 
which could allow one or two other candi- 
dates to gain momentum heading into the 
large primaries February needs an- 
other strong debate performance on Tuesday 
night, reminding GOP voters that, they 
want to win in 2008, he’s their strongest 
general-election candidate. 


FRED THOMPSON Odds: 3-1. When you're thinking 
running for president, the press loves you 
reaping the benefits. But 
steps in, can expect slew attacks 

especially from McCain, his old ally, who 
has found a new voice by roasting everyone in 
sight. If and when Thompson enters, he will 
become the temporary hero of the New Right 
and the conservative blogosphere. morphs 
into just another candidate, however, he runs 
the risk becoming this year’s Howard Dean 
strong the season before the primaries, but 
weaker later when counts. 


JOHN MCCAIN Odds: 3-1. The theory had been 
that a Thompson entry would destroy McCain's 
candidacy. But more vibrant McCain has 
found his stride again making himself the 
outsider: defending the congressional im- 
migration compromise against GOP critics 
and strongly supporting the Iraq War against 
Democratic ones. still has residual support 
the early states. So, can better the 
debates (i.e., come across as younger), he has a 
chance putting his campaign back together. 
Should win lowa New Hampshire and 
the latter, especially, is at least a reasonable 
possibility into Super Tuesday 
one of the leaders. 


MITT ROMNEY Odds: 9-1. Romney may have 
peaked too soon. If, for some reason, 
Thompson blinks, Mitt remains the attrac- 
tive new face. But assuming Thompson 
stays focused, lot Romney’s early soft 
support will drift the former Tennessee 
senator and then to others. In a divided 
field, Romney still has good shot win- 
ning his old neighbor, New Hampshire. 
But now, unless he wins both that state 
and Iowa, look like he’s fading. needs 
show more depth during the Tuesday-night 
debate. Otherwise, even though Romney is 
likely win the lowa straw poll this sum- 
mer, it could be pretty much all downhill 
from there. 


MIKE HUCKABEE Odds: 200-1. Huckabee was 
beginning show voters that he’s the class 
candidate the second tier, but 
entry would end any chances of moving up.

the minute. But resistance the pro- 
posed wind-farm which would place 
130 windmills Nantucket Sound and 
provide percent the Cape’s 
energy any given time proves that 
isn’t easy being green. Since Cape 
Wind was first proposed 2001, the 
project has made plenty powerful en- 
emies (see “Enemies High Places”, page 
17), including Ted Kennedy, his nephew 
Robert, and host other wealthy Cape 
Codders who don’t want their beachfront 
views blighted their sailing waters clut- 
tered. (Opponents also cite concern for 
the local fishing industry and avian and 
marine habitats.) 

Now the ongoing fight over Cape Wind 
has yielded media controversy. Following 
the release of a new book (published on 
May 7) that paints the project’s opponents 
exceedingly unflattering light, 
some wind-farm supporters are accusing 
the Cape and Island stations of WGBH, 
Boston's public-broadcasting behemoth, of 
de facto censorship. Whatever you make of 
this accusation, it shows just how charged 
the Cape Wind battle has become — and 
highlights just how much clout the proj- 
ect’s opponents actually have. 


CONSPIRACY SILENCE 
Allegations media blackout surround- 
ing Cape Wind: Money, Celebrity, Class, Politics; 
and the Battle for Our Energy Future Nantucket 
Sound (Public Affairs) started with reading 
that Wendy Williams, who co-authored 
the book with Robert Whitcomb, gave at a 
Cape Cod bookstore, Chatham’s Cabbages 
and Kings, on May 16. 

Before Williams’s appearance, Jack 
Moye the husband the bookstore’s 
owner and wind-farm supporter tried 
drum advance publicity for the 
event WCAI, Cape affiliate. 
(WCAI shares staff and programming 
with WNAN, the Nantucket station, and 
WZAI, which serves Martha’s Vineyard; 
radio parlance, the latter two stations 
are “repeaters.”) In early May, Moye says, 
he mentioned the book and the upcoming 
reading Elizabeth White, 
in charge of WCAI’s wind-farm coverage: 
Moye says White told him she was eager 
read the book and stopped the store 
pick up an advance copy. 

few days later, Moye says, 
heard back from White. contacted 
Georgia McDonald, WCAI’s corporate-sales 
director, thinking that.a pledge might

help his cause. McDonald subsequently 
visited the store and discussed Cape Wind 
with a staffer. According to Moye — who 
didn’t witness the exchange McDonald 
said “one the people the station had 
looked the book and thought was too 
pointed bear mention. don’t think she 
actually used the word ‘biased,’ but that’s 
what turned out be.” 

Nothing too remarkable far. After 
all, reporters take pass stories all 
the time. Furthermore, Williarhns and 
Whitcomb’s book biased though it’s 
also informative and entertaining. Jim 
Gordon, the man behind the Cape Wind 
project, consistently depicted 
visionary underdog, and the lionization 


. Gordon can be a bit much. In contrast, the 
project’s opponents including Kennedy,

PARTNERSHIP WITH THE CAPE COD TIMES, THE 
EDITORIAL PAGE OF WHICH STAUNCHLY OPPOSES 
CAPE WIND. Times editors regularly appear 
WCAI discuss stories that day’s 
paper. During Cliff 10-year 
tenure editor, which ended 2005, 
several critics (including former Phoenix 
writer Mark Jurkowitz) accused the Times 
allowing its editorial stance influence 
its news coverage. In 2005, for example, 
former Times reporter Jack Coleman wrote 
that Schechtman “won’t send his reporters 
anywhere that they might find people who 
overcame their initial opposition wind- 
mills off their coast.” 

Wind-farm supporters agree that the 
Times’ news coverage has improved since 
Paul Pronovost replaced Schechtman 
editor. But publisher Peter Meyer who 
lives.in Osterville, Ground Zero for Cape 
Wind opposition, and does not receive 
flattering treatment Cape Wind still 
holds the paper’s purse strings. 

@WGBH'S CAPE AFFILIATES IMPRUDENTLY 
TRIED TO RAISE MONEY FROM THE PRINCIPALS 

IN THE WIND-FARM DEBATE. Earlier this year, 
McDonald, underwriting director, 
had a conversation with Barbara Hill, the 
executive director of Clean Power Now, 
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the major pro-wind-farm group. Mc- 
Donald suggested that Clean Power Now 
contribute $5000 to WCAI, says Hill; in 
exchange, information about the organi- 
zation would appear WCAI Web site 
dedicated coverage the Cape Wind 
issue. She made similar suggestion 
the Alliance to Protect Nantucket Sound. 
Both groups declined. 

During McDonald’s fundraising pitch, 
Hill claims, McDonald implied that Clean 
Power Now receives funding from Cape 
Wind Associates, the Jim Gordon-led 
company that’s seeking build the wind 
farm. fact, such relationship exists. 
Hill, this offhand comment suggested 
fundamentally flawed understanding 
the Cape Wind fight. 

@OTHER CAPE INSTITUTIONS SEEM SPOOKED 

BY THE BOOK. Allen Larson of the Cape Cod 
Center for Sustainability recently obtained 
permission use room the Cape Cod 
Museum National History for discus- 
sion Cape Wind. The permission was 
revoked few hours later, due “feeling 
that the authors are not unbiased.” 


WIND EMPOWERMENT 

wind-farm supporters least toa 
passionate and/or conspiracy-minded few 
these details suggest that something 
nefarious afoot (for political timeline 
the project, see the sidebar “Political 
Turning Points the Cape Wind Debate,” 
at right). On May 19, the online publica- 
tion Cape Cod Today ran piece editor and 
publisher Walter Brooks whose single- 
minded support for the wind farm re- 
sembles the Cape editorial page’s 
determined opposition titled “Media 
boycott book causes windstorm pro- 
test.” (Get it?) Brooks also reprinted sev- 
eral letters that Cape-dwelling wind-farm 
supporters had written WGBH presi- 
dent Henry Becton; the writers accused 
Cape stations bad journalism 
and warned that they’d reconsidering 
their future support for WCAI. 

Brooks’s article featured one other 
flourish worth noting: reprinted 
from WBUR, public-radio 
competitor, which had run that morn- 
ing the Boston Globe. The depicted 
convertible driving through downtown 
Boston; the proposed Nantucket Sound 
windmills were pictured the inside 
the car’s windshield. The ad’s bolded 
catch phrase: EMPOWERING PERSPECTIVES. 
“Is coincidence,” Brooks asked, “or 
clever marketing?” 

According Steve Young, the broad- 
cast director for WCAI and other 
Cape affiliates, Brooks’s allegations are 
completely off base. There is, Young 
tells the Phoenix, validity whatso- 
ever the charge that WGBH’s Cape 
affiliates are boycotting Cape Wind, 
that those stations are bed with the 
anti-wind-farm cause. 

Yes, both Light and McDonald vis- 
ited the Chatham bookstore earlier this 
month, says Young. But in his account, 
a store employee told McDonald that Cape 
Wind was biased — not the other way 
around. The same clerk then erroneously 
told Moye that McDonald said WCAI 
wouldn’t covering the book. 

In fact, no such decision has been made, 
says Young. He’s reading Cape Wind right 
now; so is Mindy Todd, who hosts a Cape- 
focused talk show, The Point, weekdays at 
9:30 am. So are two commentators for the 
station — one a wind-farm supporter, one 
back reviews of the book. And, he adds, 
WCAI does not think that Clean Power Now 
is bankrolled by Gordon's venture. 

bit late the game,” Young 
admits. “But got small staff; 
we're a tiny little station. We’ve made no 


firm decision whether going 
have the authors on, but think prob- 
ably are. . . . If we finally get the authors 
on sometime in June or July, nobody’s 
going hurt it.” 

Furthermore, WCAI’s relationship 
with the Cape Cod Times taken 
sign that the station agrees with 
the Times’ Cape Wind editorial stance, 
says Young, noting that, rumors to the 
contrary notwithstanding, there’s 
financial component the relation- 
ship between the station and the paper. 
“We don’t take any position about Cape 
Wind,” he insists. “We never have; we 
never would. We’ve tried cover 
this story straight down the middle, all 
the way from the beginning, and 
proud our coverage.” 

for parent organization, 
Jeanne Hopkins vice-president 
for corporate communications has this 
say: never had any discussion 
with David Koch about his views about 
the wind farm. Certainly, our board 
members not have any involvement 
editorial decisions.” 


SMALL CAPERS 

That might not enough convince 
Barbara Hill, Clean Power Now’s execu- 
tive director. “They’ve been reluctant 

to be evenhanded about it,” she says of 
wind-farm coverage. “If they 
show [the wind-farm battle], 
debate the developer” Cape Wind 
Associates “against the local opposition 
group. They will not debate the local op- 
position group against the local support 
group, which is far more evenhanded. 
They seem very upset with the idea 
that there strong local group sup- 
port the wind farm, and that’s what 
appears driving their actions.” 

Hill’s charges merit healthy mea- 
sure skepticism. For example, WCAI 
is, she puts it, “very upset” 
local citizen’s group backs the Cape Wind 
proposal, why did the station recently 
give air time Chris Stimpson Clean 
Power Now member expound 
wind power’s glories? 

Nearly every claim and counterclaim 
this spat raises similar questions. 
Start with alleged decision 
ignore Williams’s reading: since on-air 
bookstore promos are, by Jack Moye’s 
own admission, relatively uncommon, 
really that surprising that the 
station didn’t plug the event air? 
consider Brooks’s claim “boycott”: 
what about the fact that WCAI carried 

.Cape Wind co-author Williams’s interview 
with nationally syndicated talk-show 
host Diane Rhem? 

That said, delay providing 
any original coverage Cape Wind does 
seem weird. (It has already been reviewed 
by, among others, the New York Times, the 
Wall Street Journal, the Weekly Standard, and 
even the Cape Cod Times.) The book deals 
with the biggest issue hit the Cape 
decades. You’d think the station would 
have found way squeeze into the 
schedule by now. 

Even if no conspiracy against Cape Wind 
exists, you really can’t blame wind-farm 
supporters for imagining that one might. 
the book itself makes clear with 
details that transcend its undeniably 
strong point view the political, eco- 
nomic, and cultural clout of Cape Wind’s 
opponents is remarkable. No, the anti- 
wind-farm forces probably haven't kept 
WCAI from reporting Cape Wind. But that 
doesn’t mean they wouldn't like to. ©

Will Jandek’s material presence, 
manifested last the ICA, 
bring the fans down bit? 


Nowhere man 


The mysterious Jandek apparently exists and he’s coming Boston

he buzz about Jandekis.. . 
is. . . Well, let’s try again. Fora 
start, “buzz” is the wrong word. 
The quality of interest in Jandek 
more dispersed and low-en- 
ergy, like a faint nibbling or twittering. 
But it’s out there, and it’s constant; it 
might even growing. Since 1978, this 
Texas singer-songwriter (non-fans might 
dispute both terms) has been releasing 
homemade albums spacy, fractured 
folk-expressionist music. Imagine Roky 
Erickson spread very, very thin over a 
slice of Will Oldham, or Nick Drake’s 
Pink Moon dismantled rivet by rivet and 
then left in pieces in the front yard, to be 
picked over by some of John Frusciante’s 
early solo work: whimpers, scratching, 
off-notes, vagrant mumblings. Compel- 
ling in the way that a broken window is 
compelling, the standard Jandek opus 
features a genderless, curtains-drawn 
croon and the type of tuning common to 
guitars that have lain for years in silent 
neglect. Is he insane? Without talent? 
A hoax? His vagueness is eerily exact: 
he seems to be the bluesman of his own 
neurochemistry. Sample lyric: “There’s 
bugs in my brain, I can’t feel any pain 
Just a shaking shake/Just a breaking 
break broke me today in the afternoon” 
(“European Jewel”). You can’t quite turn 
away from this stuff. To misapply a line 
from the poet Franz Wright, it is the 
sound of “a suicide returning an overdue 
library book.” 

Jandek gives very few interviews; those 
he has done seem to have been given by ac- 
cident, in moods of rare loquaciousness, or 
because somebody happened to be stand- 
ing the right place the right time. 

His albums arrive under the imprint of 
Corwood Industries — an independent la- 
bel whose sole output for the last 30 years 
has been Jandek music. Their cover art 
often features bleak-faced, gingery man 
photographed against couches, doors, 
the sides of houses in a style subtly sug- 
gestive of mental turbulence. Jandek is 
not his real name. All the facts point to 
his real name's being Sterling Smith, but 
something in the Jandek ambiance per- 
suades his fans to grow coy in the presence 
of facts. The idea that he might be a man 
living quietly in the Houston area who 
spends lot perhaps most his time 
making eccentric recordings in his front 
room is not one that has much currency 
among his devotees. No, Jandek is more. 
Or less. Either way, he is unknowable. 

And now coming Boston. Oc- 
tober 2004, the Jandek non-story took a dra- 
matic turn when a slightly senior version 
the man the album covers appeared 
in Glasgow and played a set of horrible,

improvised, undeniably Jandek music. 
Since then, there have been intermittent 
live sightings. The most recent was at this 
year’s South by Southwest Festival in Aus- 
tin, where Phoenix contributor Brett Milano 
reported that the live experience “sounded 
less claustrophobic than Jandek’s records, 
with the reassuring sense that his back-up 
band were least playing all those wrong 
notes and dropped beats purpose.” 
The 2sth Jandek appearance (according 
super-fan Web site) will take place 
June 8 at the ICA. Three local musicians — 
Jorrit Dijkstra (alto sax, lyricon), Creg 
Kelley (trumpet), Eli Keszler (percussion) 
— will accompany a person described on the 
press release “the representative from 
Corwood Industries,” who will play bass. 
Dijkstra, Kelley, and Keszler have not 
met Jandek: their names were selected from 
list provided Corwood Industries 
promoter Stacie Slotnick, whose Critique 
Pure Reason has produced most the 
local psych/freak/broken folk shows the 
last few years.

I’ve 
seen many articles complaining that 
rambles, that his guitar always out 
of tune — well, it may not be E-A-D-C-B- 
but has tuned his own system.

A folky 
songwriter with a flair for pure pop, she’s 
a whispery, soft-spoken singer who likes 
languid tempos and yet is best heard with 
the stereo turned loud. Her first two al- 
bums were a!] French — a language she 
learned age when her family moved 
Paris. Made with the producer Benjamin 
Biolay, her debut, biographie Luka Phil 
ipsen, was laced with trip-hoppy beats and 
rhythmic noise. You can trace her back 
through the Gainsbourgs (Serge and Char- 
lotte) to Francoise Hardy, but her songs are 

nore folk than pop, and though she still 
likes production, she favors precision over 
ushness. 


The operative word is “usually.” Since 
her French CDs, Keren Ann — who now 
lives in Paris and New York — has released 
three albums on venerable jazz label Blue 


Note’s contempo-jazz and “adult pop” 


Metro Blue imprint, and French has been 
supplanted by English. When | first start- 
ed listening to Keren Ann (who goes only 
by her given names), I thought that what 
made her special was her composer/ar- 
ranger’s sense of production. On her new 
Keren Ann (Metro Blue), the opener, “It’s All 
a Lie,” begins with low, reverby layers of 
bass and muffled cymbal and drum hits 
lips time, they kiss 
again/When I walk alone, into the night.” 
the background, slide guitar murmurs 
the blues. On the second chorus, a cloud 
of organ tone floats in, then a mellotron- 
sounding keyboard, and touches of vocal 
backing choir. 
Keren Ann does that lot Keren Ann 
layering effects one chorus time 
till you've got a bit of architecture (a word 
she likes a lot when we talk) completely 
different from what you started with in 
those skeletal first few bars. For while 
thought: take away the arrangements 
and you've got just another talented fe- 
male singer-songwriter, better worse 
than lot them. But then went back 
her initial Metro Blue album, Not Going 
Anywhere, and listened to the first, title 
song: its Lennon/“Julia” opening acous- 
tic-guitar figures, and the velvety tension 
and release of the chord changes. I'd just 
come from listening Feist song 
iPod — compared with Keren Ann, Feist 
sounded so American, or at least North 


American. Feist’s 
singing was beautiful, 
but the American 
indie-folk style: raw, 
her expression com- 
ing those pushes 
the top her register, 
the catches her 
voice. Keren Ann's 
voice “Not Going 
Anywhere” was — as 
friend had described 
Norah pitch- 
perfect singing like 
honey pouring in your 
ear. Keren Ann had 
Jones’s uncorrected vo- 
cal perfection and con- 
trol, but with Feist’s 
songwriting funk, and 
trip-hopper’s sense 
the sound stage 

a many-layered space. 
The songs and the 
singing stand their 
own, but the shifting 
sonic landscape keeps 
drawing you in. 

Consider Keren Ann’s 
second tune, “Lay Your 
Head Down.” It starts 
with a Velvet Underground guitar vamp 
and handclaps, and even Lou Reed-like 
talking-blues delivery: “It seems like every 
story told about us is meant to be.” The Lou 
blues are that flat “seems.” anticipates 
the next line: “Where you fly your wings 
gold all the way back home me.” 

And then she shifts into high-register 
swoop the melodic chorus with some 
chugging cello: “But what I’m thinking 
of/Just this time, why don’t you/Lay your 
head down in my arms. In my arms.” That 
melody comes home in a way Lou’s never 
would, the contrast heart tugger. the 
end, there’s been a Lou-like bent-guitar 
solo, blues harp, the sampled handclaps 
doubling their rhythm, and final rep- 
etition the refrain backing chorus 
sings layered long and short tones 
buh-buh-buh..” 

The production on the three Metro Blue 
albums starting in 2003 is all Keren Ann’s. 
She’s her own Serge Gainsbourg, her own 
auteur. She’s dismissive “minimalis- 
tic guitar and vocal records it’s just 
not enough. love production and like 
sound, and if I want to listen to singer- 
songwriters with just guitar and vocals, | 
have Bob Dylan and Bruce Springsteen - I 
don’t have listen young people from 
today.” Instead, she says, her recreational 
listening of contemporaries is mostly of 
her New York friends Joseph Arthur and 
Dayna Kurtz, because “I like their universe 


and their whole style. They have their own 
sound and their own thing, and that’s 
what interests me.” 

times, she does for full-on lush- 
ness. “Right Now Right Here,” from Not 
Going Anywhere, swells with French horns, 
full string section, harpsichord, and 
a children’s chorus humming the sing- 
songy melody. The production on Keren Ann 
is full and minimalist at the same time 
bass, drums, various keyboards, plenty 
guitars deployed calibrated entrances 
and exits. “It Ain’t Crime” stomps 
slow, four-square beat and dirty, scrap- 
ing blues guitar she sings: “Don’t say 
speak for the lying/ 
You just walk through/It ain’t no crime/ 
That’s what do/Ain’t that what do.” 
She sings “do” like Billie Holiday, with a 
delayed beat, blue-note inflection, and 
pursed-lip articulation: “doo.” 

“Yeah it was fun,” she telis me. “I 
thought that would nice have 
song where Queens of the Stone Age have 
a feature with Billie Holiday, I kind of 
wanted to hear that. I didn’t think I was 
able that, but was fun trying, and 
I like the sound of it, so I left it.” It reads 
like love song another musician, about 
writing a love song: “Baby, I won’t trade 
your million-dollar smile/Won’t let them 
take your most particular style/But I'll 
give something remember you by.” 

Ithough Keren Ann told she doesn’t 
know Queens of the Stone Age personally, 
she used Joe Barresi, who’s worked with 
them, to mix the album. 

The production effects, the smooth 
moodiness, would make you think this is 
a headphone album, but that’s another 
paradox: Keren Ann sounds better stereo 
speakers, room space, not headspace. 
And though it’s intimate, the best way 
hear the way you listen QOTSA 
or the Rolling Stones: loud, so all those 
layers, all that space, envelops you. 

There were times digesting all three 

Keren Ann’s albums when begin 
feel drugged the initial euphoria 
painkiller drug turning into downer. But 
then the wit those doubled handclaps 
“Lay Your Head Down” would make 
laugh. get carried off the final 
backing-choir ecstasy “Between the 
Flatland and the Caspian Sea.” laugh 
again the sped-up-to-pitch bass the

Dead reckoning 


The dark side Warren Zevon biography

rystal Zevon’s I'll Sleep When I’m 

Dead (Harper Collins) is the kind 

biography expect from 

Warren Zevon, who never had 

much use for cheap sentiment. 
Going well past the point brutal hon- 
esty, it’s the least flattering rock-and-roll 
bio ever authorized. 

Shortly before his death from cancer, 
in 2003, Zevon entrusted the bio to his 
ex-wife, Crystal; she reports that he 
insisted she leave in the “awful, ugly 
parts.” The couple divorced during the 
peak of Zevon’s alcoholism in 1981, so her 
memories the relationship ex- 
actly warm and cozy. Yet the basic story 
is corroborated in oral-history style by 
nearly all his friends, lovers, and musi- 
cal collaborators, and the figure who 
emerges is a long way from the swash- 
buckler early songs, the sage 
cynic of his later ones, or the sensitive 
guy who snuck in during both phases. 
Rather, Zevon comes through as a trou- 
bled and self-destructive character who 
despite his oft-quoted advice the 
David Letterman show after his diagno- 
sis — did not enjoy every sandwich. 

The most lurid stories come from 
drinking binges, which 
carried on pretty much non-stop 
until he entered rehab in 1986. 
(He took drinking again af- 
ter the cancer diagnosis.) Zevon 
glamorized drinking some 
his songs (notably the one the 
book is named after); the truth # 
is a bit harsher. He blacked “ 
out and beat Crystal more 
than once. one shameful 
moment, lost his temper 
her for showing him black eye 
that he didn’t believe 
inflicted the 
night before. 
During these 
years, he 
fell out 
with near- 
ly all his 
musical 
partners. 

ditched 
Jackson 
Browne, 
whom he 

no longer 
trusted. 
(Browne, 
who got 
Zevon signed 
to Asylum Re- 
cords and pro- 
duced Excitable 
Boy, cames off 


the nicest guy the book.) His “Were- 
wolves of London” collaborator, Roy 
Marinell, who it appears wrote most of 
the song, reveals that Zevon stiffed him 
out both credit and royalties. 

Yet this typical rehab-and-re- 
demption story, and would seem that 
Zevon simply carried with different 
bad habits once became 12-stepper. 
Chief among them was sex with an end- 
less string groupies, something that 
took its toll on his more serious relation- 
ships. (Two different girlfriends — one 
of them Annette Aguilar, for whom he 
wrote the song “El Amor de Mi Vida” 

recall his telling them that sex the 
road was “like taking a shit”; both broke 
with him soon after.) Having tasted 
stardom, Zevon became dissatisfied with 
the cult-hero status of his later years, 
and was jealous some his peers. 
One the more priceless stories reveals 
that ailing Zevon was able cut vo- 
cals for his final album, The Wind, only 


after his producers bluffed and told him 
they were getting John Hiatt 
Anyone who had casual contact with 
Zevon saw him concert, where 
was invariably gregarious may 
have hard time recognizing him here. 
(I talked to him once dur- 
ing the cleaned-up years 
and found him an unusu- 
ally chatty, gracious inter- 
view.) But aside from his 
up-and-down relationship 
with his daughter Ariel 
the one fence that 
thoroughly mended 
the wake his diagnosis 
the bright moments 
Zevon’s life all came from 
his music, and he some- 
how managed to make 
focused albums (notably 
1982’s The Envoy) during his 
worst days. So it’s unfor- 
tunate that the book doesn’t give bet- 
ter overview his music. Although his 
first and final albums are discussed 
depth, there isn’t much said about those 
between, and light shed his 
more challenging albums (including 
The Envoy and 1988’s Orwellian Transverse 
City). The always outspoken members of 


R.E.M., who played central role his 
1986 comeback, Sentimental Hygiene (Vir- 
gin), and backed him the shambling 
covers album Hindu Love Gods (Giant), 

are the only musical collaborators who 
aren't interviewed. 

For that kind of info, 
fans will have head the 
string Zevon reissues that 
have lately been released. 
Although few his later 
albums (including Hindu 
Love Gods) are out of print, 
Rhino has issued expanded 
versions the five Asylum 
discs, and his stepson Jor- 
dan has put together Preludes 
(New West), a revealing set 
of raw demos and interview 
excerpts. Before buying 
those, however, fans should 
seek out First Sessions (Varese 
Sarabande), which collects 
his recordings solo- 
ist and part the folk-rock duo Lyme 
& Cybelle. At the time, Zevon’s music 
was steeped the sunny California vibes 
that later shot holes through. And 
his ex-wife’s book makes clear, this mu- 
sic came from the first and only uncom- 
plicated time his life.

LEARNING FLINCH Giant, 1993 His sec- 
ond live album finds him in more reflective solo- 
acoustic mode, and it rescues the best songs 
from his spotty cleaning-up period. Also, alas, 
out of print. 

KILL Artemis, 2000 Zevon ap- 
peared to be settling in for the long haul on this 
stripped-down creative comeback, which includ- 
the prophetic (but still hilarious) “My 
Fucked Up.” 

THE WIND Artemis, 2003 Sometimes 
unbearably poignant, sometimes surprisingly up- 
beat, this the gem that dying Zevon produced 
when he knew the world was listening.

Looking back, Timony says that Helium 
“ran its course. We'd done a lot together, 
and logistically made sense solo. 
was a natural thing.” She does admit that 
she “didn’t really realize how good Helium 
had the time. didn’t realize was go- 
ing to be a lot harder to do my own thing.”

Because they 
inhabit an indie-rock demi-monde of 
hipsters and scenemakers, the Puck- 
ing Champs have developed a reputa- 
tion as hard-rock satirists, not honest 
practitioners of a lost art. Their taste 
for zany song titles hasn't done much 
to correct that impression; included 
in this batch are “Fozzy Goes to Af- 
rica” and “That Crystal Behind You? 
(Are You Channeling).” Yet on VI, 
their latest full-length, the question 
the Champs beg is, why would any 
one not truly committed to the form 
spend so much time constructing 
and layering complicated riffs? (Also: 
wouldn't a group of individuals in it 
for the laughs title their sixth album 
something less straightforward — 
not to mention less accurate — than 
VI?) As if in demonstration of the 
band’s sincerity, these tunes shred as 
po’-facedly as any the Champs have 
recorded. Must they sacrifice all sem- 
blance of humor to make their point?

OGY | Koch | Sinéad O'Connor in the 
confession booth? Not quite, but the 
woman who once tore up a picture of 
the pope on Saturday Night Live has re- 
leased a two-disc album called Theolo- 
gy. And she does have a few things to 
Say to and about the higher power(s), 
all of them quite complimentary. But 
it’s not necessarily what you think, 
even if she did become a priest (in the 
breakaway Latin Tridentine Church) 
in 1999. O'Connor isn’t confusing 
personal faith with dogma: “I've 
heard religion say you're to be feared, 
but I don’t buy into everything I 


hear,” she sings in “Psalm 130 (Out of 
the Depths).” And just to make sure 
the point gets across, she sings it 
twice, as she does every song but two 
on Theology: disc one was recorded in 
Dublin, acoustically, and disc two in 
London, with full accompaniment. 
She wrote most of the material her- 
self (there are also covers of Curtis 
Mayfield and Jesus Christ Superstar’s “I 
Don't Know How To Love Him” and 
the traditional “Rivers of Babylon”), 
and she draws on Old Testament 
Psalms, alluding to Jah, a disdain for 
abortion, and her bassist’s amp along 
the way. “Why did I not die at birth, 
expire as I came from the womb?” 
she asks in “Job (Watcher of Men).” 
As always, she’s questing for truth, 
equality, and beauty, wondering, in 
this moralistic love letter, whether in 
the end believing isn’t just a prayer 
for peace, love, and understanding.

| MVD | Yep, this is about how we 
remember it. Recorded in Boston in 
October 1994 — back when the Lans- 
downe Street club between Axis and 
Bill's was known as Venus de Milo; 
back when local radio personality 
Shred (seen here conducting a pre- 
show interview with frontman David 
Yow) still had hair — this is the best 
filmed evidence of what was, for a 
few years anyway, the world’s most 
dangerous band. Guitarist Duane 
Denison’s surgical, textured abstrac- 
tions of punk’s extremity carried the 
melodies — but those were so many 
sweet nothings, window dressing. 
Drummer Mac McNeilly, in his skiv- 
vies, and bassist David Sims, yanking 
his shaft in the air on the downbeat: 
here was the fist and the ass. And 
then comes Yow. Two songs in, you 
could mistake him for a rational, 

if excitable, human. But then the 
madness grabs hold, and by “Boiler- 
maker” he’s become feral: shirtless, 
sweat-drenched, busted nose, blood 
spattered on his jeans, barking in- 
comprehensibly, spitting bile, claw- 
ing his way through bodies. At one 
point, he reaches into the crowd to 


pull out someone's earplugs; seconds 
later, he’s being pelted by a hail of 
them. A metalhead is seen being 
dragged out of the crowd, semi-con- 
scious. Yow, face scrunched into a 
mask of disgust, screams something 
incomprehensible and dives into the 
front row. No frontman save Iggy 
Pop made rock and roll such a test of 
physical endurance. It's bittersweet 
to recall now how great the Lizard 
were at the top of their game. At the 
end of this video (which also includes 
five songs from CBGB circa 1992), you 
see Yow telling Shred he wouldn't 
sign to Adantic for $5 million, but 
soon after they signed to Capitol for 
far less and promptly disintegrated. 
Most of the indie underground fol- 
lowed soon after.

in the musicians’ need for you to 
feel them. On The Cost, the Frames 
achieved that goal by recording live 
in the studio; here, Hansard and 
co-star (and duet partner) Markéta 
Irglova adopt a similar approach, 
stripping down their songs to street- 
comer essentials: guitar, vocals, 
the occasional splash of Old World 
strings. Like the film, the resulting 
collection — which includes new 
renditions of Frames songs, as well 
as tunes originally found on The Swell 
Season, Hansard's 2007 side-project 
CD — captures the thrilling imme- 
diacy of a new relationship, the way 
that experience can cause feelings 
to tumble forth faster than they can 
be considered or described.

| Mis | A vodou priest since his 
teenage years in Haiti, this singer- 
songwriter combines mysticism, 
groove, and myriad sonic surprises 
into his hip-hop-era deconstruc- 
tion of the island nation’s racine 
(roots) music. Collaborating with 
musicians in his present home, 
New York City, Josué crafts rhyth- 
mic tone poems, keeping his own 
powerful, clear, often angst-torn 
voice at the center. Within the 
evolving, backbeat-driven mesh 
of the opener, “Hounto Legba,” 
master drummers summon Legba, 
who “guards the sacred gates of the 
unseen.” And the sonic ceremony 
begins: the melodious uplift of “Bal- 
ize,” with its hint of funky samba; 
the slow, clubby pump of “Timoun 
Yo,” which laments the plight of 
Haiti's violated youth; the celebra- 
tory “Vire Wonn,” with its echoes of 
Haiti's party-hearty compas music; 
the spare, percussive drive of “Yege 
Dahomen (Aloko)”; and “Ochon 
Lavi,” a 12/8 hymn to natural forces 
driven home by a gorgeous violin 
line. Aimed at nothing less than 
spiritual possession, the gravity of 
percussion is never far away on this 
ambitious album that’s unlike any 
other Haitian CD you'll find . . . and 
yet, it’s 100 percent Haitian.

experimental music, there are 
constructs of noise and dissonance 
and there are landscapes of ambi- 
ent textures. The Fun Years (a/k/a 
un-Lockedgrooved Ben Recht and 
fellow Bostonian Isaac Sparks) 
belong to the second group. With 
softly disintegrating turntable 
loops and simply strummed guitar, 
the duo aim for an oscillating sense 
of calm, never static, but never jar- 
ring, either. Four of the five tracks 
clock in at more than 10 minutes, 
so each simple groove gets to de- 
velop at its optimum pace. The al- 
bum’s fulcrum, a four-minute song 
obliquely titled “D>>2”, breathes 
with metallic sighs. Recht is an 
accomplished electronic musician, 
but his way with a guitar has a 
gentle human touch, and Sparks 
lets his turntable crackle with all 
the imperfections of the format. 
The result is a kind of Sunday-af- 
ternoon porch album that can live 
with you, not an avant-garde piece 
meant to be played in the presence 
of the correct company. The waver 
ing tracks never break (each track 
flows into the next), so you may 
not even know that one song has 
begun and another ended. That's 
not to say this album is for every- 
one — Recht’s doom-like touches 
on “Softly As Stilts” are a bit hair 
raising. But like other drone-am- 
bient artists, the Fun Years may 
have a broader audience than their 
avant-garde label might lead you 
to think.

LAW, PRIVACY CAN MATTER 
WHERE AND WHEN _BY LISA KEEN 


Gay Pride. It's a phase that has become almost meaningless in our contemporary culture. It is used to sell every- 
thing from rainbow flags to porn, for-profit heath services to HIV/AIDS drugs. American culture has moved so 


far away from the truly, deeply stigmatizing effects of pre-Stonewall life that the breathtakingly radical impor- 
tance of “gay pride” is difficult, nearly impossible, to imagine. 

But “gay pride” — in both its most elevated and debased forms — is intended, really intended, only for 
adults, If there is any group of people who are still alarmingly close to the stifling, emotionally and legally suf- 
focating effects of pre-Stonewall thinking it is young LCBT people. Deprived of personal autonomy, frequently 
forced to lie about their lives to their parents (for the sake of sheer survival), and often the targets of peer vio- 
lence, queer kids are — in many respects — still trapped in the horrors of the homophobic 1950s. Think of it as 
the nightmare flip side of Leave it to Beaver and Father Knows Best.

somebody threatened tell other people that 
he was gay and he didn’t feel that there was 


anything he could do about it. 

His mother filed a lawsuit against the 
police officers, and years later a federal 
appeals court ruled that the actions of the 
officer who made the threat violated rights 
guaranteed to every citizen under the US 
Constitution. According to a decision by a 
federal court, “matters of person ial intimacy,” 
including information about a person's sexu- 
al orientation, are “protected from threats of 
disclosure by the right to privacy.”* 

If he had known this, maybe Marcus 
could have used this information to silence 
the police officer's threats. Maybe not. But 
it’s important to know that laws exist to 
discourage inappropriate behavior on the 
part of public officers. It’s also important to 
understand that not every person 
situation similar to Marcus’s would necessar- 
ily have the same constitutional protection. 
How could that be? A metaphor might help. 


SINGING THE LAW 

Think of law as music in its written form. 
Different performers interpret the written 
different ways. One performer 
might sing a song in a lively, upbeat man- 
ner, and another might render it in a slower, 
more solemn way. So it is with courts in their 
interpretation the law. 

In its written text, the US Constitution 
does not say anything explicitly about a “right 
to privacy.” However, over the past several 
decades, the US Supreme Court has ruled 
that it does implicitly guarantee a right to pri- 
vacy in a number of matters. For instance, in 


1965, it ruled that “specific guarantees in 
the Bill of Rights have penumbras.”? 

The Bill of Rights, the first 10 amend- 
ments to the Constitution, includes such 
guarantees the freedom speech and 
religion, and the freedom association. 
“penumbra” is a transition zone between one 
distinct area and another — such as between 
light and dark. this transition zone, things 
are neither light nor dark but somewhere in 
between. In legal matters, the term “penum- 
bra” is often used to describe where implicit 
rights exist — they are not explicit in the text 
but pom are not absent either. 

ter the US Supreme Court ruled 
that a right to privacy is implied in the 
Constitution, began subsequent cases 
— to define how much of a person’s life that 
right protected. Among the things it covers, 
said the Court, are a couple’s decision about 
whether to use contraceptives,’ and “personal 
rights that can deemed ‘fundamental’ 
‘implicit in the concept of ordered liberty.’” 

In ruling on the lawsuit brought by 
mother, the Court Appeals for 
the Third Circuit noted that the Supreme 
Court also ruled, in 1977, that the constitu- 
tional right privacy “respects not only 
individual's autonomy in intimate matters, 
but also interest avoiding 
divulgence of highly personal information.”s 

Information about Marcus's sexual orien- 
tation “was intimate aspect his per-

sonality entitled to privacy protection,” said 
the Third Circuit, and the Minersville police 
had no good reason to threaten to divulge 
that information Marcus’s grandfather. 
(In some circumstances, the government can 
violate a person’s constitutional rights but it 
must be able to convince the court that it has 
a good reason to do so.) 

In our country’s federal court system 
decisions the Supreme Court affect 
everyone on a nationwide basis. But if a deci- 
sion comes from a lower court, it affects only 
the geographical area that court. Thus, 
the Third opinion that information 
about a person's sexual orientation is protect- 
ed by the Constitution applies only to states 
and regions in the Third Circuit — Pennsylva- 
nia, New Jersey, Delaware, and the US Virgin 
Islands. As the Third Circuit noted, one other 
circuit has issued similar ruling concerning 
transsexualism, and three other circuits have 
issued similar rulings concerning informa- 
tion about person’s sexual experiences 
about minor’s “personal sexual matters.” 

But the Fourth Circuit has ruled that the 
right to privacy does not protect information 
about whether you have had sex with per- 
son of the same sex.’ So if you live in Mary-

One thing keep mind, however, 
that interpretations the law change.

snarling his spouse, “Jo, let’s home!” 

You get some peeks the house 
which the Hoppers resided, A-frame 
a hill in South Truro, in Brian O’Doherty’s 
1981 documentary Hopper’s Silence, which 
screens at the Museum of Fine Arts next 
Thursday, June 7, as a complement to the 
Hopper retrospective. But the actual 
path the house, off one-lane country 
road somewhere west of Route 6, remains 
elusive the film. Eager tourists (like me) 
would not able find our way and pes- 
ter the current residents for a look-around.

Billy Connolly perseveres with his ad-libbed life

illy Connolly regularly has sex

B know we wrote that, since the 

Scottish actor and comedian 
— who's played all manner of material, 
from the TV sit-com Head of the Class to star- 
ring opposite Judi Dench in the 1997 film 
Mrs. Brown — says he never reads anything 
written about him, figuring “the good 
more dangerous than the bad.” Sitting on 
a couch in the American Repertory Theatre 
offices, he briefly considers whatever pub- 
perceptions, misconceptions, might 
de floating around before concluding, “No 
idea. Haven't a fucking clue. I’m 64, sol 
jon’t give a fuck. Before I was 50, maybe I 
would have been bothered; now it just ir- 
citates me like a stone in the shoe. Fuck off. 
{t's too late to dislike me.” 

Lest you sense antipathy, let me assure 
you there’s not a whiff. Connolly — tall, 
with long gray-blond hair and round glasses 
establishes fabulous rapport and has 
boundless energy. It’s not unlike his act 
which unscripted and has been compared 
variously to Robin Williams, Eddie Izzard, 
and George Carlin.

Present Laughter; plus Hillary and Monica

outh may stuff will not en- 

dure,” but Noél Coward's Present 

Laughter — which takes its title 

from the Shakespearean ditty 

that tells us so — certainly does. 
For egotistic piffle, the play has the shelf 
life and the sparkle mica and proof, 
there’s the splendid Huntington Theatre 
Company revival (at Boston University 
Theatre through June 17), which is helmed 
by artistic director Nicholas Martin and 
stars four-time Tony nominee and Alias ac- 
tor Victor Garber. Written in 1939 but put 
aside while Coward did World War II time 
as an entertainer and a spy, the semi-auto- 
biographical comedy has as its vain, self- 
absorbed, overdramatic, yet lovable center 
aging matinee idol Carry Essendine: James 
Tyrone if he had flowed from the pen of Noél 
Coward rather than Eugene Swan- 
ning about his lavish 1930s London flat in a 
series silk dressing gowns while associ- 
ates, factotums, hangers-on, and just plain 
pick-ups bow and the flamboyant, 
put-upon, petulant charmer is an actor’s 
dream, and Garber is living it big-time, com- 
bining the panache Barrymore with the 
broad-comic chops Marx Brother. Even 
two hours and minutes (including in- 
termissions), this wacky yet elegant show 
flies like the vintage ephemera is. 

Was the theater world ever glamorous 
as to produce a Carry Essendine, all ascot 
and ego and frivolous amour, convinced 
his core that all the world’s stage and 
its only star? Certainly the scuffle for arts 
funding seems far from the fore the Hun- 
tington, where Essendine flounces 
amid rotating handlers and uniformed do- 
mestics set designer Alexander Dodge’s 
glowing palace lair demarcated grand 
piano, sweeping stair, and mural worthy 
Diego Rivera and crowned chandelier 
costume. Dodge actually throws second 
proscenium to house this actor who can’t 
stop acting, not even when what acting 
aggrieved. Mariann costumes 
complete with chic hats and satin wraps 
and one foamy ball gown suitable for Clinda 
the Good Witch (but not so suitable for a 
morning after, which where finds itself 
here) — likewise suggest a world of bygone 
artifice, where everyone, even when falling 
apart, perfectly put together. 

So, everything and everyone look marvel- 
ous. What director Martin then does is to ladle 
into sophisticated broth daring 
amount physical comedy and few priceless 
sight gags, whipping the comedy into some- 
thing close to farce. Well, there are four doors, 
and if none of them slams, at least one beck- 
ons almost incessantly via its doorbell, as Es- 
sendine, gearing for African tour, deals

with the ministrations solicitous candid 
not-quite-ex-wife, crisp and unfoolable 
secretary, couple long-time associates, 
ingénue he’s trying discard, and, most ran- 
domly, loopy angry young playwright 
also something stalker. the beginning, 
it’s Nancy Carroll’s terse Scandinavian do- 
her hair crossed braids, her mouth 
forever clamped down cigarette, who 
skittles to quell the buzzer. But by act three, 
the servants having vamoosed, it’s Essendine 
who must run to the summons, never failing, 
matter how frantic, consult mirror and 
smooth thinning lock. 

For Present Laughter work, it’s crucial that 
(That is, as irresistible as Noél Coward thought 
was.) And Garber brings the part larger- 
than-life dash and some small self-awareness 
that make up for the long strings of adverbial 
exaggeration and tragic snits affronted 
self-pity. His Essendine imaginative, at- 
tention-seeking child who, befits actor, 
believes what he says while he’s saying it. And 
his inability eschew the stage whether 
he’s seducing an admirer or playing on the 
heartstrings his entourage persuasively 
dressing his amorality honesty less 
affectation than affliction. 

It's nothing, though, the grab bag 
afflictions plaguing Brooks Ashmanskas’s 
Roland Maule, the persistent young drama- 


tist who wangles appointment and finds 
himself torn between denouncing Essendine 
cheap product the commercial stage 
and pursuing him like obsession. writ- 
ten, the pretentious, working-class Maule 
(the breakthrough role for Nathan Lane, in 
the 1982 Broadway revival directed and 
sure. But Ashmanskas takes him giddy 
heights, jetéing about the living room 
his series bow ties and argyle sweaters, 
sinking into the couch bouts mock 
contrition, and inserting himself into stage 
pictures wherein doesn’t belong every 
opportunity. It’s endearing and bravura 
turn that may may not belong the play. 
The other, mostly long-suffering sup- 
porting characters (plus one Jezebel, 
backless dress that stops just short cleav- 
age) are less preposterous, but several are 
delicious. These include fag-suck- 
ing housekeeper with Peter-Lorre-meets- 
the-Swedish-Chef accent, Lisa Banes’s long 
cool drink water quasi-spouse, and 
Sarah Hudnut’s knowing girl Friday. the 
hands of such a well-assembled cast, this 
one period comedy that does indeed elicit 
present laughter.

(at Gloucester Stage through June 3). This 

theater piece that spins its wheels for 
100 minutes in the interstices of the West 
Wing, where Mrs. Clinton corners Ms. Le- 
winsky in a 1996 courtroom cat-and-mouse 
strung together by playwright and director 
Yvette Heyliger from history, conjecture, 
and one too many viewings The Women. 
Originating 2001, the piece has been pre- 
sented various festivals well sev- 
eral New York venues, and it’s evolved into 
curious something between send-up 
and a history lesson, its double entendres, 
Freudian slips, and catfighting alternat- 
ing with instructive riffs first ladies and 
infidelity through the ages. The play comes 
Gloucester with its original stars, one 
whom long-time Gloucester Stage main- 
stay and professional Clinton impersonator 
Heidi Dallin. And you think Dallin, 
power-red pantsuit and shellacked pageboy, 
looks like the Hillary Rodham Clinton of 
1996, just wait till you get load zaftig 
brunette bombshell Jacqueline Kristel, 
whose resemblance the beret-wearing 
Lewinsky the scandal uncanny. Al- 
though neither principal likely have 
behaved as she does here, the deep-eyed 
Dallin when not being called upon 
shriek suggests the calmer, cooler, yet 
tough Clinton who has become national 
fixture, complete with trademark facial 
expressions. And Kristel has the flirty little- 
girl mannerisms down pat. 

But Heyliger gussies her stars and 
then gives them nowhere for way 
too long. Set reasonably elegant approxi- 
mation the White House’s China Room 
(from which the feminist Rodham Clinton’s 
plate conspicuously missing), the play 
opens with white being raised re- 
veal montage Clinton photographs drol- 
aptly set the 1963 Steve Law- 
rence Away, Little Girl.” Yet listen 
the whole song when one verse would 
convey the joke it’s the first example 
Heyliger’s failure quit while she’s ahead. 
Hillary and Monica does boast some funny lines 
and situations, but the playwright wants 
say something about women and politics 
well lampoon two vixens over big 
weak Bill, and her aims don’t mesh. Neither 
does Heyliger director know when quit: 
Dallin’s Clinton wields piece the Reagan 
china long enough have stood long 
mess line with it. Toward the end, appear- 
ances presidential secretary Betty Currie 
(an amusingly placating Vanessa Shaw), 
terse Secret Service agent trying to defuse 
things, and dead-on Bill Clinton (these last 
two well played Jeff Pierce) kick things 
into full-out farce. But then tired

Michael Ondaatje builds his new novel 
around triad characters: “twins” Anna 
and Claire, who were born concurrently to 
different mothers who die childbirth, and 
adoptee Coop, “the endangered heir mur- 
der,” the only survivor massacre. They’re 
brought together childhood ranch 
1970s Northern California. When their father 
discovers affair between 16-year-old Anna 
and the few-years-older Coop, the trio are dis- 
persed brutal rending their makeshift 
family. The recurring pattern the novel 
established: provisional families, structures, 
and identities are found created and then 
shatter disappear. 

Ondaatje develops the prototype for his 
composition the old Gold Rush town 
Petaluma. Here lived civi- 
lization” prospectors and the attendant 
“whisky merchants, poets, heroic dogs, 
boomtowns; these eventually burn, flood, 
or are abandoned. In this literary terrain, 
it’s “as there were novella Balzac 
round every bend.” Ondaatje invokes the 
French naturalists name and allusion. 
his great chain being the angels are 
Dumas, Stendhal, Flaubert. He even makes 
room for Colette. 

After the family dissolves, the narrative 
fractures, switches decades, locales, points of 
view. Coop falls with tribe gam- 
blers. takes this new religion 
odds, set-ups, and larceny and its 
accompanying saints, like the “player 
called The Gentile who had won his 
future wife card game, witha 
pair nines.” The role fate seems 
manageable when learned how 
to stack the deck. But in a high-stakes 
game Vegas, while television si- 
lently shows the bombs dropping over 
Baghdad, Coop’s recklessness precipi- 
tates his expulsion from the desert 
oasis and his new clan. 

Anna becomes a scholar and rents 
the French country house minor 
poet the War, Lucien Segura; 
there she intends translate his 
work, She takes lover, the Gypsy 
guitarist Rafael. Yet she remains frag- 


mented, unable commit herself 
even minor romance. Her father’s 
violence, she says, was “in retrospect 
something very small, something 
that might occur within just square 
inch two Brueghel.

Shannon Hale has been on the New York Times bestseller 
list, but for young-adult novels — and in Austeniand (Blooms- 
bury, 198 pages, $19.95), her thirtysomething heroine often 
acts like a teenager. New Yorker Jane Hayes is obsessed not 
just with Mr. Darcy but with Colin Firth Mr. Darcy the 
1995 BBC production. (The book dedicated Firth: “You're 
a really great guy, but I'm married, so | think we should just be 
friends.”) Her sympathetic Great-Aunt Carolyn bequeaths to 
Jane a three-week holiday at Pembrook Park in Kent, where, 
as “Jane Erstwhile,” she dresses up and acts as if she were 
living in Regency England. It's just what a girl needs after 
12 abortive boyfriends. Will Jane fall for fair-haired Colonel 
Andrews? Or the brooding, Darcy-like Mr. Nobley? And what 
about the tall, off-limits under-gardener, Theodore, who like 


Austen fans looking for another vicarious Regency ex- 
perience won't quite get it here: Jane has trouble staying 
in character, and both she and the author seem unclear as 
to whether the men at Pembrook Park are customers (i.e., 
Austen lovers looking for their own Jane) or just hired-actor 
staff. Great-Aunt Carolyn at one point turns into Great-Aunt 
Caroline, and there are some painful Brit-fluffs, both period 
and contemporary (“Long live the Manches- 
ter United!”). The funniest, and most Jane-like, parts of 
Austenland are set back home: each chapter begins with 
vignette about one of the 12 boyfriends. It would seem that 
for Hale, as for Whit Stillman in his 1990 film Metropolitan, 
the real Austenland is wherever your heart takes you.

ooking the photographs now, it’s 

hard to believe it ever existed. But 

there is: downtown Washington 

Street, aglow with the blinking of 

countless movie marquees, and 
down the block and beyond, nearly every 
other door theater cinema. 

Hollywood itself can trace its roots this 
very neighborhood, with future-thinking 
founders RKO and MGM operating round- 
the-clock vaudeville palaces, lit Edison’s 
electric lights the 19th century waned 
and flickering kinetoscopes the cen- 
tury dawned. This little stretch asphalt 
American pop culture. 

Mayor Thomas Menino has been 
instrumental branding the Tremont 
Street/Washington Street neighborhood as 
the Theater District. Even so, three years 
ago he outraged many preservationists by 
seeing through the demolition the cen- 
tury-old Gaiety Theatre to make room for a 
luxury high rise. Now, thanks to Emerson 
College’s Paramount Center project, which 
Menino also spearheaded, the mayor is 
paying proper and innovative tribute the 
Theater District’s illustrious legacy arts 
and entertainment. 

It’s a massive undertaking, one that 
will benefit both Emerson and the city: a 
145 ,000-square foot, $77 million restoration 
and repurposing of two moldering build- 
ings that, when opened fall 2009, will 
contain a 500-seat concert hall, a black-box 
theater, film-screening room, numer- 
ous rehearsal rooms, a scenery-making 
shop, a ground-floor restaurant, and hous- 
ing for more than 250 students, When all 
d done, the complex at 543-547 
treet — the Paramount 
called Levin Arcade 
<t door (home to the old Boston 
re) — will be given new life. 

At the project's groundbreaking cere-

aside small clump earth, Menino 
recalled watching movies the Paramount 
boy. And spoke how the vacant 
building’s renovation represents 
chapter Boston’s cultural history.” 
Hizzoner may wax nostalgic about mati- 
nees at the Paramount. And the theater’s 
mammoth 60-foot-tall, 3000-bulb marquee 
may the most visually striking element 
lower Washington Street. But it’s the old 
Bijou Theatre — smaller, simpler, and some- 
what dismissively referred to as an “arcade” 
that’s the true historic gem this section 
of the Theater District. Its roots date back 
to Colonial times, and in its 19th-century 
heyday it was one of the most significant 
performing-arts spaces in the country. 
Today, its interior all but unsalvage- 
able (unlike that of the Paramount, which is 
being restored to its post-Jazz Age grandeur), 
but its reopening welcome next step 
the rejuvenation of the Theater District. As 
lower Washington Street looks to the future, 
the challenge this project and the fun 
it — is deciding how to venerate two very dif- 
ferent theaters’ illustrious pasts. 


PORN, HISTORY, AND HOLLYWOOD 
Prior to its ignominious mid-’7os decline, 
when skin flicks lit its cavernous gloom 
and triple X’s spangled its marquee, the 
Paramount Theater was among the last Art 
Deco movie palaces downtown Boston. 
Opened 1932, the only theater town 
devoted exclusively to motion pictures, it 
was a beaut: all stylized flowers and sun- 
bursts, and complex geometric flourishes. 
elegance notwithstanding, though, the 
Paramount isn’t exactly rich with history. 

The Bijou, on the other hand, has a 
long and illustrious pedigree. Fred 
McLennan, 61, a theater historian who 
lives Martha’s Vineyard, has made 
his mission ensure that history 
preserved much possible the 
Paramount project goes forward. 

Even before it was a theater, McLennan 
says, the space where the Bijou stands 
was significant spot. “When Boston only 
had 14,000 people in it, that stretch of 
Washington Street was comprised primar- 
ily inns and taverns. And [the Bijou 
building] sitting two foundations, 
one which might back 1711.” 

In 1836, one of those ale houses, Lion 
Tavern, transmogrified into the Lion 
Theater, which was unique for its in- 
house equestrian stables. One the first 
performances there, McLennan says, 
starred the legendary Junius Brutus Booth, 
father of famous 19th-century actor Edwin 
Booth — and infamous igth-century assas- 
sin, John Wilkes Booth. In 1839, the Lion 
became a lecture hall, the Mechanics 
Institute, and changed later that year into 
the Handel and Haydn Society’s Melodeon, 
the principal concert hall Boston. 
1878, the building — the present facade of 
which was erected in 1840s — was rechris 
tened the Gaiety Theatre. 

By 1882, it had taken on yet another 
identity; the Bijou Theatre, owned and 


operated by New Hampshire showman 
Benjamin Franklin Keith. was here that 
Keith helped pioneer style variety the- 
ater that came known vaudeville. 
Keith kept the Bijou packed around the 
clock with his unprecedented continuous 
variety shows running from morning until 
late night, every day the week. 

The Bijou’s second floor playhouse like- 
wise had something other theater 
the nation had: electric lights, installed 
none other than Thomas Edison. Frank 
Lewis Dyer writes Edison: His Life and 
Inventions, it was a complex system of “boil- 
ers, engines, dynamos, wiring, switches, 
fixtures, three stage regulators, and six 
hundred and fifty lamps.” 

“Keith really made his money those 
electric lights,” says McLennan. “People 
would come for miles just to see these 
damn light bulbs!” 

llumination wasn’t the Bijou’s only 
innovation. “In 1896,” says McLennan, 
“when Edison himself thought the pro- 
jecting kinetoscope was crap, Keith said, 
‘No it isn’t, give me four of them.’ He’s 
the first guy historically think could 
charge money for running movies in a the- 
ater regular schedule.” 

the turn the century, Keith was 
making name for himself and making 
himself rich expanding his vaude- 
ville empire to theaters across Boston 
and across the country. The Bijou was 
his jewel. The performers were tip-top 
Houdini, W.C. Fields, George M. Cohan — 
and so were the guests. “Teddy Roosevelt 
went there all the time,” says McLennan. 
“Wilson. Taft. The Kennedys.” 

In fact, Joseph Kennedy’s dealings 
with B.F. Keith and the Bijou’s co-owner, 
Edward Franklin Albee (adoptive grand- 
father the playwright) led the cre- 
ation one Hollywood’s first studios: 
in 1928, when the Keith-Albee-Orpheum 
theater chain merged with Kennedy’s Film 
Booking Offices America and was pur- 
chased Radio Corporation America 
(RCA), new entity named Radio Keith 
Orpheum (RKO) was born. 

“It’s hard think downtown 
Washington Street as early Hollywood,” 
says McLennan, “but, believe it or not, 
the four top studios all had their roots 
there.” stretch, perhaps. But the late 
teens, the major players from Tinseltown’s 
Golden Age did all spend time in the 
neighborhood. Adolph Zukor, who started 
Paramount, ran a nickelodeon where 
a Chinatown McDonalds now stands. 
Louis Mayer, who grew 
the South End, had his offices on Mason 
Street. And Maine-born Hiram Abrams, 
first managing director of United Artists, 
was living in Boston at this time, in the 
teens. 

“On any given night,” says McLennan, 
“you had the guy who started MGM, the 
guy who started Paramount, the guy 
who started UA, [and] Albee and Keith, 
who started RKO, having dinner [at the 
next-door Adams House Hotel, where the 
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COME OUT PLAY the late-1800s, opening night

Stricter fire laws in the wake of the 1942 
Cocoanut Grove-nightclub fire precipitat- 
its demise. (The second-floor theater’s 
exits led into two neighboring theaters 
instead of onto the street below, so it shut- 
tered when the new codes went into effect 
the end 1943.) 

The theater stood empty until 1951, 
when its auditorium was demolished. 
the ensuing decades, the storied space 
was more than empty room above 
whizzing, clanging penny arcade the 
ground floor. 

But McLennan, who was involved 
decades ago with the restoration efforts 
the Orpheum and the Metropolitan 
Theatre (now the Citi Performing Arts 
Center) says there are things from the 
old Bijou worth saving. And maintains 
that Emerson owes its students and 
the city Boston preserve the rem- 
nants this once-glorious theater. 

Many architectural features, he says, 
are still there: ornate ceiling from the 
Bijou’s second-floor lobby. Dressing rooms 
from 1836.

LOCAL T-SHIRT COMPANY REFUSES MAKE JESUS ITS HOMEBOY

hen hipster-friendly cloth- 
ing chain Urban Outfitters 
started selling shirts fea- 
turing a Christ-like cartoon 
and tHe words jEsus Is MY 
HOMEBOY, Mark Stiles and Jason LaCouture 
were pissed off. The shirts, released a few 
years ago, were everywhere both and 
off Northeastern’s campus, where the pair 
were undergraduates. And that was just one 
of the designs in Urban’s ever-expanding 
collection of so-called vintage threads. 

There was EVERYONE LOVES JEWISH 
BRUNETTES HAVE MORE FUN, REDHEADS 
do. Were these personal fashion statements 
ingenious marketing? Without doubt. 
Except that the shirts were hardly original 
when everyone started wearing them. 

Stiles and LaCouture took matters into 
their own hands and began printing their 
limited runs graffiti-inspired T-shirts. 
They called their company theANTI. The 
antidote, perhaps, all the uniformity out 
there. Their motivation: to create the kinds 
of shirts they wanted to wear, with local 
cultural references and streetwise beauty. 

the three years since the company got off 
the ground, theANTI has branched out from 
LaCouture’s kitchen in the Fenway, where 

began with makeshift press and loose 
change. Today, it sells shirts on its Web 

site, antidesigns.com, and local stores 
Underground Hip Hop, Nuggets Records, CD 
Spins, and L.A.B.Boston. 

If this sounds like another Johnny- 
Cupcakes-vs.-the-behemoth story, think 
again. “We don’t want to be mainstream,” 
says Stiles. Instead, theANTI’s co-founders 
want their fledgling, self-financed company 
to be both locally focused and participatory. 
Anyone can submit T-shirt design vote 

for the best submissions on the company’s 
Web site, which are then printed and sold.

What happens when you apply lit crit restaurant? 


FRONT LOADED Appetizers grab some the best sauce offerings Sauciety. 


Hotel dining rooms are large investment 
poured over a contradiction. Local celebrants 
want a distinctive menu for big nights out, 
while hotel guests often want a familiar steak, 
chicken, fish dinner. Boston has some great 
and innovative solutions to this problem, in- 
cluding Dante, Brasserie Jo, Meritage, and In- 
trigue. There have also been some colossal and 
expensive duds. (Has anyone figured out Jer-ne 
at the Ritz-Carlton? Why would a luxury hotel 
bet a Boston franchise on a weird name and a 
Pacific Rim-fusion menu?) 

Sauciety is a restaurant to make a critical 
theorist giggle. They have taken familiar dinner 
entrées and put the protein one plate, the 
vegetables and starches ($6 side dishes) on an- 
other, and sauces and dips series square 
bowls in the middle of the table. Deconstruction 
has never been so literal, and minimalism never 
complicated: eight entrées (none vegetarian), 
seven side dishes, and 15 sauces (two to an en- 
trée) make for a lot of permutations. But many 
of the flavors are muted, so you'd better tuck a 
copy of this review into your post-structuralism 
textbook to remember what to order. 

The breadbasket is good (not great) with 
cracker bread, French-bread slices and rolls, and 
three dips. The winning dip the red-pepper 
hummus, though the garlicky artichoke dip 
and the roasted-garlic olive oil are also tasty. 
The obvious appetizer choice is a combination of 
four skewers ($18), with two of the best sauces: 
spicy roasted-red-pepper romesco and lively 
green puréed chimichurri. But the only skewer 
was the vegetable ($4), with grilled egg- 
plant and red peppers. The chicken ($4) was too 
plain; the shrimp ($6) wasn’t charred; and the 
steak ($6) was nondescript. 

Sauceless appetizers include fine cream- 
tasting clam chowder ($7) and a meaty, lump 
crab cake ($10). The best of our entrées was 
grilled yellowfin tuna You get caramel- 
ized onion and two chunks of seared red tuna 
(mostly sushi-rare), delicious with or without 


dressing. The Misty Knoll chicken ($23) may be 
a natural hen from Vermont, but the cut served 
(a“Statler” boneless breast with the wing dru- 
mette attached) was overdone and a little dry, 
albeit with crisp skin. You would not want 
eat this without sauce. The 2.5-pound Maine 
pan-roasted lobster (market price, recently $65) 
is probably not pan-roasted, but is a fine, plump 
lobster. It comes cracked, but with insufficient 
extraction tools. 

Now the sauces: you've already had the best 
ones! The only other that has any pizzazz the 
five-chili mole, which has some of the depth and 
complexity Mexican black mole the chili 
sauce with bitter-chocolate binding. The avo- 
cado salsa fresca is okay, but the lemon artichoke 
emulsion green, tasteless glop. The béarnaise, 
lacks any definition the blandest but- 
ter sauce ever. Whiskey-spiked ketchup, made 
with roasted tomatoes, lacks depth and balance, 
and apparently whiskey. Lobster vanilla mousse 
is a bland custard and hard to use. Mushroom- 
corn salsa corn salad. Garlic aioli 
smooth, garlicky mayonnaise, perhaps useful 
with some entrées. 

The side dishes are often better news. Sauci- 
ety fries ($6) are excellent, crisp, and seasoned, 
served cone fake newspaper. Lemon 
broccolini ($6) has both crunch and zest. As- 
paragus ($6) competent and plentiful. And 
a salad of tomato, onion, and blue cheese ($6) 
used some balsamic vinegar and lively cheese 
draw out the best possible flavor from red and 
yellow tomato chunks. Only Savoy slaw ($6) 
lacked seasoning. 

The wine list mostly American, and glasses 
are large. That said, think glass Penfolds 
(Australian) Bin 28 shiraz ($12/glass; $48/bottle) 
was from holdover bottle. seemed flat 
the weaker sauces. Decaf coffee ($4) was very 
good and was served with hot foamed milk. Tea, 
you pick out of a box. Usually this involves a race 
against cooling water to get it brewed, but china 
pots here keep the water hot for long enough. 


Some of the desserts are also sauce- 
dependent, and this makes for plain cake (like 
the chicken) crying out for something more. 
The best the dessert toppings recently was 
mocha. Raspberry was fine but familiar; choco- 
late, a little thin; “burnt vanilla,” bland; and 
kiwi, kind of a mistake. The need was greatest 
with the strawberry angel-food shortcake ($9), 
which had a decent strawberry drizzle that was 
out proportion with the cake. Sauce was also 
useful adjunct the Boston-cream-pie stack 
($9), which looks something like sparrow 
wearing a cape. The body is layers of sponge 
cake and mousse, and the head has a chocolate 
cap. The cape is.a thin chocolate wafer (white 
and dark chocolate mixed together) with em- 
bedded nuts and raisins. A little mocha, and 
there you are. 

“Chocolate milk” and cake ($9) is a kind of 
chocolatized tres-leches sweet, but based on a 
heavy chocolate cake in a soup of frothy choco- 
late mousse. The toppings were 
unnecessary, though they did add flavor. 

Service at Sauciety is commendable, at least 
leisurely weeknight. The slow 
development has encouraged servers offer 
few extra sauces and push favorites (not always 
my favorites). Water is refilled well, and the ac- 
coutrements big-hotel dining are honored. 
The room is over-large, three-stories high, and 
encased in glass, but with fabric and fabric- 
influenced dividers minimize agoraphobia 
and noise. 

The best strategy for local diners grab 
street parking (not the exorbitant valet), walk 
into a near-empty room, and feast selectively 
on fish, vegetable sides, and the chimichurri, 
romesco, and mocha sauces. 


Word reached me two weeks ago of the death of Karen Hess, 
my mentor in American-food history, and this past week of 
the death of Gus Saunders, a pioneer on the Boston-restau- 
rant beat. Karen was the most critical person in the food 
world, and she leaves rich heritage fostering local food 
and farmers’ markets historical scholarship. Gus was 
the most positive restaurant critic ever, and was a wonderful 
radio recipe host — his real métier. I will always be closer to 
Karen's style, yet I valued Gus as a colleague and I wouldn’t 
mind inheriting tiny fraction charm.
